PROVIDED FOR 


Only one act w ill lie 
necessary to 
carry into 
effect 
the constitutional 
amendments of 190k. in the opinion of 
the state department. 
This measure 
hat alreeady been drafted for intniduc 
lion into the legislature early 
in the 
session. It is very brief 
and merely 
provides that the terms of all city and 
borough officers and 
justices 
of the 
peace whose terms would expire in the 
spring of 1911 lie extended 
until the 
first Monday of December, 
1911. 
and 
that their successors qualify upon the 
corresponding day in the proper year. 


Everything else contemplated by the 
amendments was provided for 
in the 
schedule, which was 
adopted 
at the 
saute tim e the amendments 
were 
ap 
proved or rejected, it is stated at the 
capitol. 
The intention was to have 
the schedule also provide what is con ­ 
templated in the proposed act, 
hut it 
is held that the schedule was defective 
and that an act is necessary.

Are Charged W ith Fixing Prices and 


Blacklisting the Independents Who 


Cut. 


Detroit, 
Mich., Dec. 7.—The anti-1 
tru st cam paign of Attorney General 
W ickeraham shifted to D etroit this 
week. 
The result is th a t indictm ents were 
returned by the federal grand jury 
against sixteen firms and thirty-twc 
individuals, alleged to have secured 
control of 85 per cent of the annual I 
output of enam el ironware, b a th tu b s,1 
sinks, lavatories, etc., in the United 
States. 
The crim inal proc* od in ga grew out 
of a civil suit to dissolve the alleged 
combination, begun by the government 
in the federal court at Baltimore, heal 
ings being held in Chit ago, P ittsburg 
and New York within the last forty 
days. 
It Is charged by th e federal officials 
that as the result of a ten days* meet 
Ing 
a t 
Mount Clemens, Mich., last 
April, a fund of $7000 was raised to, 
set in motion a plan that resulted in 
giving to the defendants control of 
sixteen m anufacturers and nearly 40u 
Jobbers, representing an output of ap 
proximately $10,000,000 a year. 


Fixed Re Sale Prices. 
The two indictm ents against each 
defendant contain six and four counts 
respectively and charge that the d e­ 
fendants controlling 85 per cent of th e 
annual output com bined to restrain the 
trade of m anufacturers and of Jobbers 
of plumbing supplies by refusing to 
sell to Jobbers handling the goods of 
so-called independents, by the fixing of 
re-sale prices, by the division of the 
Cnited S tates into eleven zones and 
refusing to sell to jobbers who would 
not m aintain the re sale prices e s ta b ­ 
lished by the alleged agreem ent of the 
defendants. 
It is charged that the effect of th e -e 
re-sale prices is to m ake the price of 
the articles m anufactured by the coni 
bination the sam e 
throughout 
th e 
Cnited States and to elim inate th e 
competition of jobbers as well as of 
m anufacturers. 
The indictm ents charge also th a t 
the defendants compelled the Jobbers 
to enter into uniform contracts and 
that all the deiendants refused to * *11 
to any jobber unless he would sigu 
such a contract. 
The governm ent officials took tits 
ground that the evidence taken in the 
civil suit established that the defend­ 
ants attem pted to disguise their coni 
bination by the subterfuge of purchas­ 
ing the patents on certain tools and 
licensing certain firms to use lh*ye 
tools. 


Is Granted Immunity. 
T he governm ent place* great weight 
upon the testim ony of Edwin L. W ay­ 
mart. of Pittsburg, Pa., who Is describ­ 
ed as the licensor of the alleged co m ­ 
bination. 
and 
whose 
testim ony 
al 
ready given in the civil suit has given 
him Immunity from tieing made a de 
fendant In tilt* < rirniual proceedings. 
The governm ent charge# that W ay­ 
mart obtained $7000 from the People s 
S late liank, ol Detroit, by giving I OO 
share* of the s ta n d a rd Sanitary M an­ 
ufacturing com pany as security, and 
that in using this fund to purchase 
several patents, $5000 went back to the 
Standard M anufacturing com pany for 
patents that it is alleged to have tu rn ­ 
ed over to the com bination Wa) man 
is not a voluntary witness. 
Tile governm ent charges that Way- 
man collected $5 per furnace per day 
from each ol the sixteen defendant 
firms, some ot which had as many as 
eighty I urine es, and that after tw o 
months those firms that did not vio­ 
late tb«* agreem ent w ere to receive a 
rebate of m> per cent of this contribu­ 
tion. W aym an’s collections. It is alleg­ 
ed, ran as hi^h as $7<»0 pc: day. 
The defendants against whom in­ 
dictm ents were found will he required 
to appear at once In th** United States 
court In Detroit and give bonds for 
their appearance.

It should be fed 
dry or else wet Just at the tim e It is 
fen! 
Feeding with corn about IO per 
cent by weight w ill afford enough pro­ 
tein to make the muscles grow, and 
there Is considerable bone material in 
It. This will m ake much cheaper gains 
than will corn alone. 
As to worms. 
hogs properly fed and not confined to 
pens seldom are much infested with 
them 
It is helpful to give access to 
alt the wood ashes and charcoal they 
wish: even soft stone coal and coal cin­ 
ders will be eaten and doubtless are 
helpful In some ways. 
Feeding heav­ 
ily of pumpkins in the fall seems to 
rid hogs of worms.

very natural that this is so, for if she 
does not have this period for recolora­ 
tion she has just so much lest* vigor 
aud reserve force with which to begin 
her second period of lactation. 


Oats have t**en recognized as a sort 
of ideal horse feed so long that any 
suggestion which appears to controvert 
this view seems to is* sort of revolu­ 
tionary, but this Is Just what the Iowa 
experiment station bas done lately. It 
bas concluded some rather exhaustive 
horse feeding experiments and finds 
that. while oats art* usually the lowest 
priced cereal fed to horses, they may 
iii the end l*e the most costly ration 
that can is* used. 
it was found that 
by substituting for them oil meal, cot­ 
tonseed rneul or gluten meal Just h* 
satisfactory results were tied at a less 
cost. 
In results secured a value of $*!*» 
per ton was placed on oil meal and nu 
even higher price on cottonseed meal.

killing youug pigs even 
if they do 
com e at an unfavorable season. 
Pigs 
can be made to grow rapidly in the 
deud of winter, but it takes carefu l 
treatm ent. 
Their 
quarters 
must 
be 
kept dry. and they should be kept well 
sheltered from storm s. 
A few years 
ago I fed a litter o f November pigs 
and they made quite as good growth 
as the spring pigs, says a u n tlie r! need 
sw ine grower. 
They and t^eir o ’.ofher 
were kept separated from the other 
hogs aud were provided with warm, 
dry sleeping quarters. 
They were fa* 
middlings mixed with ground corn and 
buckw heat. 
Then I shelled a few ears 
of coru for them to eat after they had 
consumed 
the grouud 
feed. 
T hese 
pigs grew right along aud were neatly 
as profitable as earlier pigs. 


Out of Balatte*. 
If anybody w ants to really know the 
effect o f a lack o f balance on a horse 
let him walk on tile toe o f one foot for 
half a day.

Dolly exercise Is

M ares that are not in the bar 
ness during the w inter should have 
free access *o a rack filh*d with fr«**b 
straw or hay, w ith a few ears o f corn 
dully. 
This is an econom ical as well 
as a safe way to feed m ares during 
tbs winter.

The 
Alabama 
experiment 
station 
tinds that sorghum pasture for fat 
(cuing legs has very little to recoil* 
mend it. 
When used with corn it 
gave better gains than coni alone, but 
the guilts were not profitable when the 
sorghum was out aud carried to the 
hogs. 
They made better gains when 
allowed to graxe it. 
Excellent gains 
were made when the Jill* e was ex 
(Tarted and M i, but for this purposo 
the price was worth but 1.8 cents a 
gallon. The expense of extracting tin 
Juice prohibits Its use. 
In every case 
sorghum was much inferior to the 
legumes, and since it left the land 
poorer its use for hogs wan dlscour 
aged where legumes could be grown.

Protection from stormy and incleni 
cut weather will make feed go further. 
('lover and akitnmilk are almost in 
dbqiensable in the rutlou of the grow 
lug pig. 
Provide a clean, dry lied and never 
allow a horse to lie ou bure boards or 
stand Iii wet immure. 
Save all of the garden beets that ate 
not needed for the table and for can 
ning to feed your pigs and dairy coe *. 
The Ideal sheep pasture la blue grans 
und w hite clover. It makes the driest, 
closest sod, aud dry laud is best for 
sheep. 
It never pays to starve o colt. T hir­ 
ty bushels of oats WIW cost about $10 
ami lie worth twice that much to any 
well bred colt in the winter. 
Rows that come from prolific fain! 
lies are more certain to inherit those 
qualities 
anil become good mothers 
than those that descend from families 
that are less prolific. 
Here is an excellent recipe for a 
thoroughly good disinfec tant white­ 
wash for the stable: Crude carbolic 
acid in the proportion of one pound to 
five gallons of fresh water slaked lime 
wash. lf possible apply with a spray 
lug apparatus. 


Clean D rinking W ater and Fresh D ry 
Bedding Essential. 
I.ast March I bought fifty-four late 
fall pigs averaging seventy five pounds 
in weight. 
About the middle of Sep­ 
tember they were sold on the m arket 
at $9.80, averaging 235 pounds. 
They 
w ere mostly 
I rn roc Jerseys and Po 
land Chinas, w rites an Illinois farm er 
in the Breeder’s Gazette. 
The latter 
made the better gains. At first the pigs 
were allowed to follow* the cattle for 
forty days and then were turned on 
pasture and fed twice a duy just 
enough corn to make them grow nicely. 
They did well right along and were not 
troubled with worms or other disor­ 
ders. 
My success In keeping hogs thrifty 
is largely due, I believe, to the use of 
a tonic made of equal parts of air 
slak«*d lime, salt and oilmen^ 
This 
Is fed in a self feeder close to the 
watering trough. 
The most im portant 
thing is to have plenty of good drink­ 
ing w ater for the hogs. For brood sows 
and shotes I use soaked oats for a 
bulky feed. 
When we begin feeding 
new corn I generally scatter air slaked 
lime on It I wire a week. 
Every winter I feed and fatten from 
250 to 350 hogs, but I do not nilow 
many to sleep together. 
Twenty-five 
or thirty hogs are enough for one bed. 
They get fresh bedding 
week. 
anil when the obi bedding Is cleaned 
out I scatter plenty of air slak'd 
lime over the ground to fresh it 
My 
hogs are never compelled to sleep on 
the bare floor or ground 
Old euro is 
at present 48 cents here, but th** - 
is 
plenty of profit in feeding bogs at that 
I expect hogs to be big money make s 
now for another year. 


D airy Essentials. 
The four essential* to healthful dairy 
buildings are light, ventilation, a prop­ 
er floor and a comfortable tie. 
Win­ 
dow glass is almost as cheap as lum- 
lier. 
The King system of ventilation 
ran be installed by any carpenter or 
by the farm er himself at the cost of 
a few fi*et of lumber and a few days’ 
work. 
A cement floor is but little 
more expensive than a good 
w i h h I 
floor and in many tine** inure durable. 
Planks laid over the cement where 
the cows stand will prevent Injury to 
the animala. A comfortable tie is only 
a little m ore extensive than an aw k­ 
ward rigid .ta neb ion. 
A good swing 
stanchion is not uncomfortable to the 
cow. 
All O' these things could be put 
Into the ordinary barn with but littles 
trouble and would pay for themselves 
in less than a year in the Increased 
efficiency o f the h e rd — Illinois Experi­ 
ment Station. 


Roots For Swine. 
Hoots have t*«0!i f**d to hogs experi­ 
mentally by different experim ent sta­ 
tions, notably by the Utah, Ohio and 
Indiana stations, aud also by the cen­ 
tral exiieiimeut farm of Canada. 
In 
most of these ex|ieriinenta there waa 
quite a pen eatage gained by the feed­ 
ing of roots. 
I i i compiling some of the 
feeding trials Professor Henry shows 
that 615 pounds of roots would save 
loo pounds of gralu. It m ust be kept 
in mind that roots should not tie fed lo 
any very large way. for the reason 
that they produce a w atery carcass. I 
should say that the feeding of oue or 
two ordinary rutabagas or one large 
mangold a lay would tie plenty of this 
kind of food 
The Img naturally de 
rounds a concentrate*! diet, Hiid. of 
course, roots are just the opposite of 
tieing concentrates.—C. S. Plumb. 


Ration W ith M alt Sprouts. 
fleury in his book, “ Feeds aud Feed 
Ing.” sajH that because they will ab­ 
sorb so much w ater malt sprout* 
should be soaked some hours befur* 
foisting. 
If b d in connection with 
silage this may not be absolutely nec­ 
essary. 
A trial for a few days would 
determ ine the point. 
It would uiake a belter ratlou to add 
ground corn or barley to the sprouts 
and bran. To three iniunds of the dry 
sp ro u ts add four jmuuds of ground 
corn and three pounds of brau and 
feisl one pound for each thr»*e aud one- 
half pounds of milk produced. 
In ad­ 
dition. give each cow thirty to tblrty- 
tivo pounds of silage dally aud all the 
hay she will eat. 


Kindness an Asset. 
Sheep aud other nervous animals 
which are tieing fattened for market 
should be kept as quiet as possible or 
their feed will not do them the most 
good. 
The more you handle all the 
live spick In a gentle and confiding 
way the lietter they will do. 


Hog W isdom . 
Prepare warm, dry, but ventl* 
lat»*d quarters for the blood 
sows and do it 
now.

storm s will be bere before we 
are ready for them. 
Every hog raiser should own a 
dipping plant.

MAILED LETTERS. 


■ •lo n g to th * S a n d e rs U n til D e liv e red 
to th e A d d re s s e e - 
Under the postal regulations and the 
rulings of the highest courts of the 
United States a letter does not belong 
to the person to w hom it is sent until 
it is delivered to him. 
The w riter has 
a right to reclaim aud regain posses 
Bion of It, provided he cuu iTove to 
the satisfaction of the postm aster at 
the office from which it was scut that 
be was the writer of It. 
Even after! 
the letter has arrived at the office j 
which is its destination and before it \ 
has been delivered to the person to 
whom it is addressed it may tie re 
railed 
by 
the 
writer by telegraph 
through the mailing office. 
The regulations of the i>ostoffice de­ 
partm ent of course require thut the 
utmost care shall l*e taken by the 
postm aster ut the <*tlU-e of mailing to 
ascertain that tile j*erson who desires 
to withdraw the letter Ih reully the 
one who Is entitled to do so. and a 
postm aster Im responsible for hi* error 
if he delivers the letter to au impostor 
or an uuautbotl/.ed person. 
The vital principle in our political j

In this eountry the state is the I 
servant or ugeut of the citizen, not his I 
master.
